NEW WAY TO TEST EGG'S AGE 


How French Investigator Determines 
the Edible Qualities of the Prod­ 
uct of the Humble "Biddy.” 


A novel and rapid way whereby to 
determine the age of an egg hns been 
developed by M. Grossfield, a French 
Investigator. 
Ile has supplemented 
the usual method of one dependent on 
specific gravity. 
Tile existing way 
whereby to determine tin* age of egg* 
is by <*||m]||ng them and taking not»- 
of the mirage which forms about the 
yolk. 
Mr. Grossfield has determined 
the specific gravity of normal eggs 
In the wny nttrlbnted to Archimedes 
and there has been figured out Hie 
loss In gravity for each week of keep­ 
ing. 
For quirk inspection of qualities 
of eggs, he has devised a form of hy­ 
drometer. 
The egg takes the place of 
tbs weighted bulb and the acale Indi­ 
cates the specific gravity and at the 
same time the age of the egg. 
A little 
cage has been arranged to hold the egg 
and Is capable of quick handling. 
Big 
eggs and little eggs are subject to errors 
in the readings, but with eggs In the 
vicinity of fifty-fifty grams the Indi­ 
cation Is Instantaneous. 


Washington, May 25. 
When Seen* 
tary Baker Kent to Congress the draft, 
ut a bill proposing to raise the maxi­ 
mum age limit for voluntary enlist­ 
ment In the army from IO to 55 years, 
another move, toward full utilization 
of the nation's manpower was made.
